U.S. Occupied Area of Germany: 


In the following Appendices “A”, “B”’, and “C” are summaries of 
communicable disease cases and deaths by Regierungsbezirk and Land, 
and case rates by Regierungsbezirk and Land for the week ended 
16 August 1947. Summarized in Appendix “D” is a report of Animal 
Diseases by Land for the half month period ended 31 July 1947 (veterin- 
ary reports are submitted semi-monthly), together with a comparison of 
the three immediately preceding periods. 


Communicable Diseases: 

A review of the reported communicable diseases for the week ended 
16 August indicates that typhoid fever continues its increase of the past 
five weeks with 164 ‘reported cases;-an increase of 55 percent over the 
previous week with increases occurring in all Laender. There were no 
other increases of any significance. 


Gonorrhea, syphilis, tuberculosis, malaria, and measles all decreased 
in incidence. Gonorrhea and syphilis both decreased slightly over the 
“—previous week with rates of 55.2 and 25.8 per 10,000 respectively as com- 
pared with 86.8 and 25.9 for the third week of August 1946. Poliomyelitis 
remained unchanged with a total of 23 cases. Tuberculosis of the lung 
and larynx has declined for the second consecutive week with 1,008 
reported cases, the lowest weekly report during the past four months. 
Malaria also declined for the second consecutive week with only 10 re- 
ported cases. Measles continues its decline of the past six weeks with 
251 reported cases, a decrease of 36 percent over the incidence of the 
previous week. 


Animal Diseases: 

Fowl pest decreased materially due to the immunization program in 
Bavaria and Wuerttemberg-Baden. Swine erysipelas remains the same. 
There were no significant changes in the other reported diseases.
